Scabies . 


In  view  of  thsjprevalence  of  Scabies  in  the  Country' generally »  the 
First  Aid  Post,  Uppermill ,  was  opened  on  the  31st  January,  1944,  for 
the  Out-Patient  treatcent  of  the  disease.  Owing  to  the  closing  dovm 
of  the  First  iiid  Post  on  the  23th  October,  ths  treatment  at  this  centre 
had  to  be  discontinued,  t.nd  treatment  of  these  cases  is  now  carried  out 
as  formerly  by  the  iaedical  Practitioners  in  th<?  area.  The  incidence 
of  Scabies  in  the  District  is  on  the  decline-  cjad  the  present 
arrangements  are  c^de^^uate  for  dealing  with  cases  as  they  arise. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  period  list  January  to 
28th  October,  1944,  v.-as  thirty-six. 

In  November  a  report  WeS  prepared  and  placed  before  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Council,  cn  the  present  state  of  the  Sanitary 
'Conditions  in  the  Council's  area;  and  a  recommendation  put  forward  for 
an  increc^se  in  the  Staff  of  the  Department. 

This  report  and  recommendation  are  at  present  under  consideration 
by  the;  Council.

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  salvage  income  for  the 
year  has  been  maintained  at  a  fairly  high  level.  Two  special 

efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  increase  the  amount  of  salvage 
collected  -  one  being  a  salvage  drive  held  during  the  month  of  April; 
and  the  other  a  book  drive  resulting  in  a  total  of  4,671  books  being 
collected.  Of  these,  1851  were  sent  as  reading  ma'jter  to  Members  of 
His  Majesty's  Forces,  and  the  remainder  used  for  salvage.
